CUTTING DIAMONDS. 


The Varlon* Stage* of n Delicate and 


IntrrrvtlnK Proerxii. 


"The diamond, when mined." said no 


expert, "is very often of u ska pi* so uu- 
even that, in preference to cutting half 
off and letting that part co to dust, as 
was formerly done, incisions sire now 
madp running with the grain of the dia- 
mond. 
The incision is made with tin1 


sharp edge of. another diamond. 
The 


cleaving knife is then inserted and given 
a sharp tap, and the stone will split us 
the grain runs, and thus two or more 
smaller but better shaped diamonds are 
made. 


"After the diamond is cleft it is neces- 


sary to do tin* rough cutting technically 
known as 'bruting.' 
Tins is done b> 


affixing two diamonds on the ends of 
two boxwood sticks with a. very hard 
cement. One is then rubbed niruinst the 
other, and 'diamond outs diamond.' They 
art* held over a cutting box having two 
iron pegs for luvers «ud containing finely 
perforated brass puns, through which 
.the dust falls, the chips remaining iu the 
top pun. 


'"The stone, having been cut to the* sat- 


isfaction of the master, is taken to the 
polishing room, where a seller .selects i) 
suitable sized brass cup, called u Mope,' 
fills it with a mixture of lead nnd tin 
ami melts it in a gai iluiiio. 
Having 


worked the bolder to its proper shape he 
places the diamond in tin- center, Icatiug 
only u very small part exposed. A iiiiirlv i-i 
made on the solder befoie it becomes 
thoroughly set, and then the stone it 
passed on to the polisher, liy the marl 
made oil the bolder the latter knows at 
once the precise run of the i*;riiin und the 
way in which it will poliuh to the best 
advantage on the mill. 


"The first operation is the making of 


the 'table* of the diatriond. This done, it 
is handed back to the setter that he way 
take it out of ihe solder and reset it foi 
the first corner, called the tint corner 
The solder IH nguiu marked to indicuti' 
to the poli.sher the run of the grain ul 
tht8 particular corner, ami ho the proves- 
is continued uutil the iliuniond is polUhi d 
throughout. 
Kvet-y facet has a name, 


and eicry name denotes the grain and 
how to polisii that particular facet. Tin 
polisher uses a circular dink composed ol 
soft, porous iron, so Him as the diuniond 
is polished away in the form of dust it 
enters the pores of the iron, the result 
beiug that we luive the diuiuoud cutting 
the diamond again.

There is * popular belief that chronom- 


eters, thoso delicate pieces of mechanism 
which enable the mariner to tell to a 
nicety where he is upon the ocean, are 
made only ia England. One will be told 
even in Maiden, lane, New York, that 
Kwclaud is chronometer maker for the 
world. This was true at one time, but 
now, according to shipmasters, America 
turns out excellent chronometers. 


Many of the instruments in use in the 


United States are of American make. 
These chronometers are purchased on 
trial. 
The delicate instrument is sub- 


jected to extremes of temperature by 
means of which its variations are ascer- 
tained. Xo instrument leaves the mak- 
er's 'hands uutil it has been thoroughly 
:ested or before it is throe years old. In 
his period there is ample opportunity for 
developing1 its peculiarities. When it is 
understood that an error of four seconds 
on the part of the chronometer will put a 
skipper n mile out of his course, the ne- 
cessity of the most careful and thorough 
test is apparent. 


Kven when nn instrument has been 


lested to the satisfaction of the experts 
and has been finally adjusted only a .skill- 
ed man can be allowed to carry it from 
:he workshop to the ship. One linn alone 
!ias a dozen of these carriers constantly 
employed. They are not, of course, deal- 
ins n'l thg time in new chronometer*; 
there are from 400 to 500 always ia 
•stock from ships arriving in this port 
from all parts of the world. As soou us 
a ship comes into port its chronometer is 
.isually sent ashore for rating—that is t> 
say, it is carefully observed until the ship 
s ready to sail, when the variation is re- 
jorted to the captain, who can make his 
uiilculations accordingly. 


The. chronometers of Ihe transatlantic 
ineis nre sent ashore for rating every 
line they come into port.

concerning the vital statistics of. the 
<.Ity ot' Havana for the month of Sop- 
tembor. 1001, complied from ottic'ial re- 
ports on file lu the division of insular 
affairs of the war department, shows 
that the health conditions were de- 
cidedly the best attained in any month 
on record. The least unniber of deaths 
uccurrhiK in any previous September 
since 1889 was 49<> in 18»<J; the great- 
est number. li,:W7, in 1898; average, 
877. For September, 19U1, there weru 
039 deaths. 


The least number of deaths occurring 


In any one preceding month during the 
last eleven years was in February, 
1901, when there were 408 deaths; low- 
est death rate for September in the 
years referred to was in 1899, when 
the death rate was H4.4S per thousand 
For September, 1901, the death rate 
was 15.04 per thousand. 


Taking tho yellow fever year as com- 


mencing April ] tho record of the past 
eleven years shows that for the six 
irouths up to the 1st of October the 
smallest number of deaths from this 
disease occurred iu 1.S99. when there 
were 30 deaths: the greatest number in 
1S07, when there were (J59 deaths, 
average, '2'M deaths. This year dtirinjr 
tho same period there were only fivc- 
Ooaths. 


Since the 1st of March 100 men have 


been engaged daily in killing mos 
quitoes in <-»-ery known way. and the 
result is stated to bo that, instead of 
having fifty-two deaths , from yellow 
fever and thirty-two from malarial 
fever, the average In September, there 


re two deaths from yellow fever 


and cloven from malarial fever the 
past September. No smallpox has oc- 
curred in a year and there were scarce- 
ly any cases of other infectious d!.-»- 
e:,ses.

Where Much Beeswax Coen. 


Keeping bees is a pleasant and classic 


occupation, sanctioned by poets in till 
ages; moreover, and to the practical mod- 
ern this is far more important, it is a pay- 
ing business when scientifically conduct- 
ed. The number of beekeepers; in this 
country is estimated at about 300,000, 
and they sell annually some 3,000,001) or 
4,000,000 pounds of thrir sweet produce. 
In every siate of the Uitlou they may be 
found, hut Florida, Texas, California, 
Colorado, New Mexico, Arizona, Michi- 
gan, Wisconsin and central anJ northern 
New York are the great beekeeping sec- 
tions. Wherever great quantities of bass- 
wood, buckwheat iind, of course, clover, 
are found, there beekeeping means n pret- 
ty good income. Some bee fanners have 
1,500 to 3,000 colonies under thpir care 
and have reduced the business to a pretty 
exact science. 


In Colorado, Arizona and states in th« 


neighborhood of the great desert 
UK* 


honey "crop" Is as sure ns anything can 
well be. even tb^ proverbial "death and 
taxes." 
Elsewhere the clover crop may 


be ruined by ruin or drought, but there 
the sun is sure to shine and the canals are 
sure to irrigate, so that the lack of clover 
is practically impossible. 
And it is al- 


falfa clover, too, of which four crops are 
certain every year. I'nder these condi- 
tions it is not surprising to find in Ari- 
zona and similar states whole counties 
keeping bees as in other parts of the 
country people cultivate farms. It is, in 
fact, the only certain thing in thnt ill fa- 
vored liuud, as the alfalfa clover is the 
one grocn thing that caii coax a livelihood 
out of inhospitable soil. 


Maeterlinck has written n book about 


the bee. Perhaps some philosopher will 
oue day arise to sing the praises of the 
clover, living where nothing else can. 
grow, and, alone of all "weeds," enriching 
the soil which gives it life. Arizona folk 
may not be philosophers, but they arc 
properly grateful to the kind!}' blossom. 


If the Ktory of the clover is somewhat 


romantic, that of the beeswax is hardly 
less 
so. 
Several 
hundred 
thousand 


pounds of beeswax are produced every 
year, and prices are steady and conserv- 
ative. 
Much ot it goes into common- 


place u«es. Shoemakers, dentista, thread 
manufacturers and .the Hk,e, use much 
of it and cannot use anything in its 
place; glussworkers. too. requite it for 
molding purposes, but the interesting part 
of the beeswax business comes when it is 
exported to Ittibsia. The (Jreek church 
uses nothing but pure beeswax for its 
cnndli s. This, apparently, is an c-cclosias- 
tical law. 
So beeswax is exported in 


enormous quantities to burn in Uusshm 
churches. When the price is low. all that 
can be procured is bought up for exporta- 
tion. 
It is distinctly an interesting ca- 


reer, thiv of the beeswax, beginning with 
the litigation of the desert and ending as 
(lie candles flicker before au eastern 
shriuo.—New York Tribune.

ihe freezing point as possible without ac- 
tually frcexing them. If potatoes are to 
be kept in the same cellar, they should be 
put in the warmest part. 


The barrels of apples, well headed up, 


should be eet close to the windows where 
on days when the atmosphere is only a 
few degrees above freezing they may be 
treated to a cold air bath, but that part 
of the cc-llar where the potatoes are kept 
should not be allowed to fall below 40 de- 
grees. Always keep a thermometer in the 
cellar, and it will be possible to cool oft 
the apples without injuring the potatoes. 


Do iiot unhoad the barrels until the ap- 


ples are wanted. Let the apples remain 
undisturbed, as it is rarely a good plan to 
sort them over and to pick out the rotten 
ones. 


Apples in ripening give out a deleteri- 


ous gas, carbonic acid, which greatly aids 
in preserving them, but this gas is un- 
healthy and cannot be allowed to accu- 
mulate in the house cellar. It is one of 
the advantages of an outside cellar that 
this may be allowed to remain.

How to Make Pea Soap. 


Pea soup that is strongly commended 


for its excellence is made after these di- 
rections: Use either ball a peek of fresh 
green pcus taken from the pods or a can 
of the 1'reuch brands. If the uncooked 
peas are used, put them, with n handful 
of spinach leaves, Into a kettle with a 
pint of stock and a quart of boiling wa- 
ter. Set over the fire to simmer half an 
bour. Add a head of sliced lettuce, half a 
tcaspoonful of salt and a teaspoouful of 
sugar. Let boil until the spinach and let- 
tuce are pulpy. Take up and run through 
a wire sieve. Boil the peas and half n 
sliced cucumber in a little water, inunh 
nnd pass through a sieve. Mix with the 
soup and season with salt, pepper, a 
srjuoe/.e of lemon juico and a dash of 
cayenne.

Bishop Potter's first question, "How 


can •workmen and their employers bo 
helped to an understanding of the fact 
that their interests are mutual?" must 
be answered by another question, "Are 
their interests, as such, mutual?" In the 
large, as fellow citizens, as human 
brothers, their interests are mutual, but 
in their relation as employer and hired 
hand they conflict in a way \vhicb may 
in all fairness be called irrepressible. 
Can there be anything mutual in the 
division of a given joint product except 
in one of two ways, by contract or by 
equality? Contract Is the present meth- 
od and leads to disputes. 


Because the laborer Is not on equal 


footing with the capitalist employer he 
has formed unions, and because the un- 
ions have grown strong employers' as- 
sociations have sprung up. Neither of 
these recognizes mutual interest, but 
only class Interest. From class interest 
of a single trade the unions have feder- 
ated Into national bodies, and the em- 
ployers In certain trades and in certain 
cities have joined forces for general 
lockouts and strike beneQts. In these 
transitional steps the mutuality has 
been confined within the two broad 
classes. There has been conflict en- 
larged and intensified between 
"the 


workmen and employers." 


Ameliorating measures, such as un- 


ions, voluntary arbitration, permanent 
boards of conciliation with powers of 
Investigation and publicity and more or 
less judicial power, are useful and com- 
mendable, but they cannot go very near 
to the root of the evil nor heal the ir- 
reconcilable conflict of Interests. 


Even when such agreements arc en- 


tered into as between the bituminous 
coal operators and miners and some of 
the building trades, where the two join 
bauds to overcharge the public, there 
will still be the same conflict over the 
division of the spoils. The miner cares 
nothing If coal is dear to the seamstress 
or the day laborer. The operator is sat- 
isfied if combination with the workmen 
enables him to limit the output and 
raise his profits, but each side has a 
clear self interest In the division, in the 
amount to be paid as wages. 


Few employers do their worst, some 


do the best they can, none Is obliged to 
be unjust It is practicable for any cor- 
poration or Individual employer to relin-

If, then, there is not ia the wage sys- 
era any mutual interest, what are the 
emedial measures available within the 
iystem and what substitutes are there 
'or the system? 
Your questions suggest various plans 


and measures for solving the ever re- 
urring difficulties between, capital and 
abor, and among them is profit shar- 
ng, to which you ask my particular at- 
trition. 


Profit sharing in the technical sense 


means a payment to labor of something 
n excess of wages, contingent on the 
eneral profits. The payment may be in 
money, but, better still, in an interest 
n the working capital. The object 
should be to incorporate the employees 
nto the responsible and 
coworking 


body. To the joint stock capital princi- 
ple should be added the associated 
workers' idea, capital and labor joined 
n mutual interest and mutual obliga- 
;ions. Beginning with a small minority 
ntercst, the workers, including man- 
agers, should in time become the own- 
ers, thus accomplishing what Bishop 
Potter suggests in his letter. 


The theory is valuable chiefly in the 


recognition of a mutuality In the re- 
sults of joi nt effort. Practically it tends 
to bring master and men closer togeth- 
er, and it commonly leads to owner- 
ship by the workers. It can hardly be 
classed as a movement because it de- 
pends on the voluntary motion of em- 
ployers who are bred to believe that 
all profit is the legitimate earnings of 
capital. To give more than the con- 
tract wages looks to them like charity 
or throwing money away. It has often 
been adopted with a view to getting 
more work out of men or of obviating 
strikes, but such schemes have rarely 
survived the first or second year. 


Except as a measure of justice it 


should not be undertaken. Where so 
undertaken It will lead on to co-opera- 
tion and self.employment. This has 
been the course of such famous busi- 
ness concerns as Leclalre & Co., house 
painters aud decorators; GotUn & Co., 
Iron works; Larouche-Joubert, paper 
makers, and Bon Marche. 


Profit sharing in Its broader sense— 


the equal sharing of all the earnings 
by'those who create them, either as 
customers or workers—Is embodied In 
what Is technically called co-operation 
This pldn of business la to the common 
people what the corporation Is to cap- 
ital—the strength of union and the 
equality of pure democracy. It has 
risen to the dignity of a world move- 
ment, and Iu it can be truly said tha 
the IntetvestH of employer and employ 
od are mutual because tbey are out 
nnrt the some people.

They have told me they got $2 
a day for fair days when the work 
could go on. Living is expensive in 


w York. These are not the submerg- 


ed; they are' the men of brawn and 
health. They are the'"labor." 


I have gone through the corridors of 


the fashionable hotels at 
midnight 


jours and looked on the diners and 
winers, the evening dress of men and 
vomen, with liveried waiters obsequi- 
ously serving the viands of all lands. 


These are the "employers." 
Are the interests of the two classes 


mutual? 
Can easy going optimism 


conjure up any social relation between 
th'o two? Can any bridge span the 
chasm between them? 


When I go through our factories and 


see fine, ablebodied, dexterous, earnest 
men working nine hours every day and 
every year a lifetime through, fashion- 
ng the uncouth raw material of wood 
and metal and marble Into house mate- 
•ial, I ask myself, "Will the 'laborer' 
have any of these polished and luxuri- 
ous appliances in the homo of his fam- 
ly or will they only go into the houses 
of the well to do, the mansions of the 
rich, the 'employer' class?" Are the 
nterests of the laborer and the capi- 
talist mutual In this work? 


I know full well that many will say 


that money payment settles the whole 
score; but even If that were so, is there 
any mutuality when one makes and the 
other enjoys? "My people shall build 
louses and live in them; they shall pos- 
sess- the land and enjoy the fruits there- 
of," salth the Lord. 


The editor asked me to forego modes- 
y and give something of my own expe- 
rience. The company with which I am 
connected adopted profit sharing fifteen 
years ago and has continued it satis- 
factorily ever since. In a majority ot 
the years there have been dividends on 
wages of 5, 8 or 10 per cent; In several 
years no dividends. It has given us no 
:rouble and no disappointments worthy 
of record. When dull business or new 
nvestments have stopped dividends, 
[he employees have taken It in good 
part,'which stockholders do not always 
do. 


Eleven years ago we began building 


factories in the country on a 125 acre 
tract of land eighteen miles from St 
Louis, where our general office and 
store still remain. At the same time wt 
started a village adjoining. Our aim 
was to unite the freedom in all respects 
of the country with tho convenience*! 
and social advantages of the city. Sum 
raing up the story, or storiette, to date. 
Village Leclalre employs 100 men, 30 
apprentices and 10 girls, one-third 01 
whom live in Leclairc, the other two- 
thirds living Iu Edw ardsvllle, a largo 
old county town adjoining. 


Two-thirds of the Leclaire resideute 


own their homes, mostly built by the 
company and paid for by monthly in- 
stallments. The houses are of varied 
style, aimed to be pretty, with three 
to six rooms, choice running water and 
electric light, mostly on lots of 100 feet 
front, fruit and shade trees, with gar 
den in the rear and lawn and flowei 
beds in front. We have winding roads, 
paved with cinders, sprinkled and bor- 
dered with sidewalks and shade trees. 


We are part of the Edwardsville 


school district, with graded and high 
school, but we have our own kinder- 
garten and a primary class. We have 
a good public hall for semimonthly lec- 
tures, spelling matches, debates, mu- 
sicalcs, dancing classes and dances. 
We have a baseball ground, bowling 
alleys and billiard room, shower baths, 
fish and skating pond and library. 


We are at this writing completing a 


dining room, evening buffet and read- 
Ing and social room adjacent to tue 
factories. No charge is made for any 
of these public utilities, the expenses 
being borne by the 200 workers and 
employers, the company acting as dis- 
bursing agent The president and sec- 
retary of the company live In Leclaire, 
with factory workers as their only im- 
mediate ueighbors, and most excellent 
neighbors they 
are. 
Edwardsville 


(4.200) is part of our social life, proud 
of us and joining in all our activity. 
We have no political organization, no 
rules, no police, no saloon, no dominat- 
ing individual, no boss. 


We ar.e social and peaceable from 


choice. 


Quite a portion of the employees are 


stockholders, nnd practically all the 
stockholders are hard workers In the 
business. I think we all consider, own- 
ership of the factory capital or even 
cash dividends secondary considera- 
tions, yet the purpose Is to have the 
ownership pass Into the hands of the 
workers, including all employees. Our 
different trades are all unionized, un- 
ion wages prevail, and we have a nine 
hour day In ten hour trades. Perhaps 
we get as much work done, but why 
should that be the only or chief con- 
sideration? 


No attempt has becn^made to force 


any reform. Indeed any particular re- 
form has not been sought By joint 
action of capital, management and la- 
bor the opportunities have been creat- 
ed; the use of them has been left en- 
tirely to Individual choice. ' We have 
neither coerced nor preached nor ex- 
cluded. Elective affinities, suggestive 
example, Iinltatlveness, have been the 
makers of social and moral and cesthet- 
Ic Leclalre. 


Our programme Is so modest and 


simple and practical that almost nny 
"employer and employed" mny do like- 
wise If they choose, varying Iu details 
according to circumstances.—N, O. Nel- 
son la M*w: York Journal.

There are various more or 
less sentimental reasons vby a man may 
prefer to keep the old knife rather thau 
discard it for a new one. Then it may be 
that in some other 'cases the knife is too 
valuable to be thrown awnj;. So that first 
and last and for one reason nnd another, 
out of the vast number of poekctknivea 
carried, a good many come in to be 
mended.

THE CONTAGION OF CANCER.

loom* Become Tainted and Tr«n»- 


»ult the Dl»ttM*e. 


The theory .that the disease of cancer 


niay through certain media prove itself 
ufectious is one which is meeting with 
considerable attention in nonmedicnl as 
well as in medical circles, and the convic- i 
ion- is gradually spreading that hout.es 
and more particularly individual rooms 
niay become infected with the germs o£ 
this fearful malady. 


Specific instances are constantly being 


•ited iu support of such an assumption, 
»nd one of the most telling which nt pres- 
ent has come before our notice is that of 
.wo women contracting the disease after 
occupying a house wherein four or live 
years previously a cancer patient had 
died. 
| 


The remarkable part of "this story is 


:hat a third lady who had resided in the 
iouse between these two tenancies also 
developed the illness after an interval of 
close upon two years. 
| 


To learn whether such instances are ' 


commonly recognized in the medical pro- 
fession or whether they are merely iso- ! 
ated examples to which no particular j 
.mportance may be attached n reporter 
visited several cancer specialists. 


At the Cancer hospital in Fulhatn road 
IB authorities were reticent on the sub- 


ject. 


''I believe," observed the house surgeon 


cautiously, "that cancer is not regarded 
as--, contagious in medical circles." 


A well known specialist, however, who 


lias devoted many years to an exhaustive 
study of the subject was more inclined to 
waive the professional etiquette which 
disallows a conversation with a layman 
upon matters medical. 


''I should be only too pleased," he said, 


"if this matter received the attention at 
the hands of the public which it undoubt- 
edly deserves. 
For my own part 1 am 


fully convinced that cancer, without be- 
ing essentially a contagions disease, may 
under certain circumstances prove itself 
infectious. "Whether this view is general- 
ly entertained I am not prepared to state. 
Nevertheless I have no hesitation in as- 
serting that before many years have 
passed precautionary measures will be 
adopted in the case of cancer patients, as 
they undoubtedly will in the case of con- 
sumptives. 


"Then,1 is nothing at all remarkable in 


the instances you refer to. Only a few 
ivecks buck my attention was directed to 
the case of a young and apparently 
Uealthy girl who developed cancerous 
troubles after sleeping in a room wherein 
tier mother had pome years back snc- 
•nnibed to the disease. This might possi- 
My be a hereditary case, though the like- 
ihood is considerably discounted by the 
'act thut :i third woman who occupied 
he room al*o contracted the malady, 


"fcjiich instances are becoming far too 
otninon to be disregarded. Thorough dis- 
nfection would probably be :in effective 
cmedy, though it is necessary in the, first 
nntancc t-o.-tiacc the actual causes of in- 
'cction." 
From a seaside resort comes a report of 


i family who stayed for a few weeks at 
i house where a woman had died from 
iincei- nbout a year previously. A girl 
\ho occupied the patient's bed room sub- 
tquontly developed cancer, not a truce of 
i'hich had hitherto existed in the family.

FOUR BLACK CATS. 


A Niuipxiiloalve OU Can. 


David 11. Harden ty of Allegheny, PH., 


has invented a nonexplosive oil can. It 
It well known that the explosion which 
takes place in an oil can is caused by 
the igniting of the gases which are 
formed iu the can above the surface of 
the oil, the flame usually either enter- 
Ing the vent or the spout. In Ilardes- 
ty's safely ean tlu- vent tube and dis- 
charge spout connect w i t h the interior 
of the can at its lowest point; coii-je- 
(Itienlly the tlames cannot reach the 
ga*es without pacing through the oil, 
which is impossible. Then, again, the 
vent tube U located at the point far- 
thest from where the flames would be, 
and. the passage being long and nar- 
row, even when the can is nearly emp- 
ty, it would i>e next to impossible for 
It to maintain itself long enough away 
from the air for it tu reach the oil.

Belgian 
royal 
meteorological 


observatory 1ms published the esti- 
mates made by various 
mathema-

the depth was only about 4(1 miles, 
Bavais 70 miles.

Hitter slated that it reached to a 
height of 211! miles. Sir Uohert Ball 
states that meteors have beeu observed 
at an altitude of more than 'JOO miles, 
and since they only become Incandes- 
cent when they come into contact with 
the air the calculation of Hitter ap- 
pears to be the most correct.

aurora borcaiis is the result uf cath- 
ode rays, which issue from the sun 
and which have been caught up from 
the tipper air of thu earth. The truth 
of this theory, he says, has been clear- 
ly demonstrated by many experiments 
which be has made. lie even succeed- 
ed In making an artificial aurora bore- 
alis which could not be distinguished 
from a genuine one.

in twenty rods in a thick grove of 
pines, where ho lay watching

He was examined by Elder Fer- 


speak or sing in." Elder Fernald also 
had a- knowledge of medicine, and at- 
tended to the sick of the parish; be 
was then medical as well as their 
spiritual adviser. It is said that alter 
doing all he could to save the beloved- 
church home, he stood and watched 
the llames with tears streaming down 
his face." 


The; church has recently met with 


many losses in membership. Capt. 
Richard Seaward was a prominent 
worker in society affairs, and on the 
iay of his burial came the death of 
Fred P. Dame. Sunday school super- 
intendent and chairman of the pru- 
U-ntial committee. His place was 
filled by Frederic D. Grace, whoso 
:leath in June came as a personal loss 
,o each member of the parish, and in 
the death in October, of his only 
In-other Charles S. Grace, the society 
lost its treasurer. In spite of these 
liindranec-s and discouragements the 
work is going on under the watchful 
care of Rev. 1). C. Loucks. who came 
to the church at the beginning of their 
recent discouragements and he has 
nobly filled the place, of those who 
:iave occupied the desk before him.
